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State geologist Bruce Kaliser says shifting hillsides could 
force UP&L’s Olmsted Power Plant to close. 
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The Ice Age was the last time 
there was movement along the 
Wasatch Front comparable to 
what Utahns have witnessed in 
the past year, says Bruce Kaliser, 
Utah-State geologist. 

‘‘Normally what happens during 
eons of time has been condensed 
and we have seen it going on in 
1983,” said Kaliser, in speaking to 
the Orem City Chamber of Com- 
merce Thursday. 

Kaliser spent the week touring 
the canyons of Utah County in an 
effort to determine what will hap- 
pen and what could possibly hap- 
pen this spring. “We have been 
trying to learn how to live with 
Mother Nature in Utah County.” 

Several areas of Utah face the 
potential of serious destruction 
from slide activity, according to 
Kaliser. ‘‘Many of the slides that 
only broke loose last year are 
taking off and moving this year. 
We haven't seen the repercusions 
yet of what will happen.” 


Flooding 


Many of the conditions Utah 
experienced last year and will 
again this year have never oc- 
cured in the state’s history, Kal- 
iser said. ‘‘I’ve studied it out im 
the records and in diaries and 
there is nothing in geologic or 
written history akin to what hap- 
péned in Utah in 1983.” 

Several areas—should be 
watched clasely according to Kal- 
iser. They are: 

PROVO CANYON: The 
Olmsted Power Plant owned by 
Utah Power and Light will even- 
tually close because of slide dam- 
age to the Penstock Aqueduct 
carrying water down the canyon, 
according to Kaliser. 

“After looking at that yesterday 
I’m convinced they've got a very 
serious problem up there. UP&L 
may eventually have to put the 
flume on skids of some type to 
save it.” 

Slides under the pipeline are 
weakening the foundations and 
causing the pipeline to buckle, he
